— A story of 
tragedy am! heroism was brought 
here today by the 
first 
survivors

The North (Herman Lloyd steamer 
Merlin brought in 
five 
{Mtssengers 
and 18 members of the crew of the 
^ estrls, which she had picked up in 
a lifeboat near the spot where the 
Lamport and Holt liner went down 
Monday about 24o miles off the Vir- 
Kinta Capes. 
Of 328 passengers and crew aboard 
the Vestris, latest 
accounts 
today 
*howed 
211 rescued, eight 
known 
dead and 107 still unaccounted for. 
most of whom probably were lost. 
The reason why the list of 210 
rescued showed mostly the names of 
men, the majority of 
whom 
were 
members of the crew, and few wo­ 
men and children, was explained by 
the survivors. 
The 
women 
and 
children were loaded Into the first 
two lifeboats, which broke from the 
davits while loaded and threw their 
human cargo Into the water. 
Hours of anxiety 
and 
suffering 
among the 326 passengers and crew 
abroad the Vestris, from the time 
the liner first began to list in a 
heavy sea on Sunday night, until the 
survivors were picked up on Tuesday 
morning, were described by those 
aboard the Berlin. 
The moat moving tale of heroism 
was how Michael J. O'Loughltn, chief 
radio operator of the Vestris, stuck 
to his post until the ship went down, 
■ending out his calls through the 
air that brought rescue ships speed­ 
ing from all sides. 
It was believed 
O’Loughlin went down with the ship. 
The mystery of why the Vestris 
eank was not cleared up. 
Some 
thought It might have been due to 
the shifting of the cargo. 
Those in the lifeboat picked up 
bf the Berlin were adrift 
for 
14 
hours, without food 
except 
water 
and crackers, and 
suffering 
from 
cold. 
The lifeboat, survivors said, 
had no rudder, and they were un­ 
able to help themselves. 
Some of them swam alongside the 
Hibbing Vestris for nearly half an 
hour before they got 
aboard 
the 
lifeboat. 
The boat picked up by the Berlin 
was the third launched 
from 
the 
Vestris. 
The first two were those 
that capsized on being lowered. 
The third broke away while still 
empty and before being completely 
lowered. Arch Banister, negro boat­ 
swain mate, performed the 
heroic 
act that saved many lives. 
He leaped Into the sea, captured 
the drifting lifeboat and called to 
those on deck to jump. 
He maneu­ 
vered the boat In the waves until he 
had picked up the 22 who, with 
himself, were rescued by the Berlin. 
All were men. 
Several 
survivors criticized 
the 
ship’s officers for not sending out an 
SOS Sunday night. 
“Capt. Carey seemed 
undecided 
and did not seem to know what to 
do,*' one man said. 
“ We ran into a hurricane at mid­ 
night Saturday and by Sunday morn­ 
ing the Vestris showed 
a 
decided 
list. 
I believe the bulkhead broke 
but I am not certain. 
Everyone 
seemed calm. 
"The lifeboats leaked. There were 
holes in every one of them and we 
spent moat of the time bailing out 
water. 
We had nothing in the boat 
except crackers and water.” he added. 
Another man who swam for 30 to 
45 minutes before 
being 
rescued 
was Adams, the first engineer, who 
said he was the next to the last to 
leave the vessel. 
Adams took charge of the crew of 
the little life boat after he had been 
picked up, C. E. Mack, an electrical 
engineer of Teckla. Wyo.. said. 
’’We had no rudder and had 
to 
row about In the same position for 
almost all the time until we were. 
rescued by the Berlin.” Mack said.

Catania, Sicily, Nov. 14.— (U P)— 
Mount Etna continued to threaten 
the countryside today an the lava 
flow, which already has caused mil­ 
lions of dollars damage, swept 
on 
towards tile sea. 
The central branch of the main 
stream, which had been quiet since. 
Friday, resumed its flow yesterday, 
proceeding at a rate of three meters 
an hour. 
The advance engulfed the second 
highway Iwtwene Messina and Ca­ 
tania and caused further traffic tie- 
ups'.* Motor lorries and freight car­ 
riers had been using this road but 
henceforth all traffic now must he by 
sea between the two cities. 
Other parts of the lava torrent 
had quieted somewhat and at the 
little city of Nunziata. where the 
lava reached the outskirts and bowl­ 
ed over many houses, the stream 
was reported quiet this morning. 
There have been no reports of ad­ 
ditional deaths— with the toll now 
standing at two.

insisted that he deliberately chose to 
die with his ship, going into the 
water without a life-preserver. 
Capt. Frederick Sorenson, another 
passenger brought in by the Ameri­ 
can Shipper, said he was convinced 
Capt. Carey made no attempt to save 
himself. 
Sorenson is a master mariner. He 
charged that tile large loss of life 
was due to “crimiM&l neglect.” 
Sorenson said the passengers ask­ 
ed Captain Carey several times dur­ 
ing Sunday morning and night to 
send out an SOS but that Carey re­ 
plied the Vestris was in no danger 
and would be able to “proceed pres­ 
ently.” 
“The loss of life from the sinking 
ship was due to criminal neglect^" 
Capt. Sorenson said. 
“The engine- 
room was flooded, as well as 
the 
boiler room and many of the cabins. 
That condition prevailed from early 
Sunday morning until Monday when 
the captain sent out the first dis­ 
tress signals. 
When we asked him 
to call assistance earlier, he replied, 
‘There is no trouble'." 
H. C. W. Johnston, of Trinidad,

Of 326 passengers and crew aboard 
the Vestris, latest 
accounts 
today 
chowed 211 rescued, eight 
known 
dead and 107 still unaccounted for 
most of whom probably were lost. 
The reason why the list of 210 
rescued showed mostly the names of 
men, the majority of 
whom 
were 
members of the crew, and few wo­ 
men and children, was explained by 
the survivors. 
The 
women 
and 
children were loaded into the first 
two lifeboats, tvhieh broke from the 
davits while loaded and threw their 
hum an cargo into the water. 
Hours of anxiety 
and 
suffering 
among the 326 passengers and crew 
abroad the Vestris, from the time 
the liner first began to list in 
heavy sea on Sunday night, until the 
survivors >vere picked up on Tuesday 
morning, were described by those 
aboard the Berlin.

The most moving tale of heroism 
was how Michael J. O’Loughlin, chief 
radio operator of the Vestris, stuck. 
to his post until the ship went down, 
sending out his calls through the 
air th a t brought rescue ships speed­ 
ing from all sides. 
It was believed 
O'Loughlin w ent down with the ship. 
The mystery of why the Vestris 
sank was not cleared up. 
Some 
thought it m ight have been due to 
the shifting of the cargo. 
Those in the lifeboat picked up 
b t the Berlin were adrift

There are many answers to the question, but most of them 
are half-truths or worse. 
Olvany, chief of Tammany Hail, asserts that the prosperity 
issue determined the result of the national election. 
Numerous 
anti-Smith Democrats assert that Smith was defeated because of 
his opposition to constitutional prohibition and his advocacy of 
state liquor dispensaries provided the people should authorize 
them. 
There arc those who hold that Smith’s Tammany affilia­ 
tions, his identification with “the wet sidewalks of our cities,” to 
quote Bishop Cannon of Virginia, and his aggressive urbanism, 
which aroused the antipathy of rural Democrats, played parts of 
considerable importance in the contest. 
In all these theories there may be a measure of truth. 
It is 
earnestly to be hoped, however, that those interpreters are wrong 
who give special importance to what is falsely called the religious 
issue. No single issue, no single section, no single element of the 
electorate, defeated Smith. 
The chief fact against him was the 
people’s high regard for his opponent. 
It would lie idle to deny 
th at prejudice, Ku-Kluxism; traditional suspicions, were among 
the factors that contributed to the final result, but it is foolish and 
mischievous to indulge in exaggeration and to charge on slight 
evidence that millions of Americans were swayed by unreasoning 
prejudice. 
Indeed, many Protestant Republicans so resented in­ 
dications of bigotry which came to their attention that they voted 
for Smith by way of protest against the thrusting of a false and 
dangerous issue into the campaign. 
The truth should be candidly recognized, but there w no jus­ 
tification for jumping to pessimistic and reactionary conclusions 
which reflect discredit on the American people.

earnestly to be hoped, however, that those interpreters are wrong 
who give special importance to what is falsely called the religious 
issue. No single issue, no single section, no single element of the 
electorate, defeated Smith. 
The chief fact against him was the 
people’s high regard for his opponent. 
It would be idle to deny 
that prejudice, Ku-Kluxism,’ traditional suspicions, were among 
the factors that contributed to the final result, but it is foolish and 
mischievous to indulge in exaggeration and to charge on slight 
evidence that millions of Americans were swayed by unreasoning 
prejudice. 
Indeed, many Protestant Republicans so resented in­ 
dications of bigotry which came to their attention that they voted 
for Smith by way of protest against the thrusting of a false and 
dangerous issue into the campaign. 
The truth should be candidly recognized, but there rn no jus­ 
tification for jumping to pessimistic and reactionary conclusions 
which reflect discredit on the American people.

Red Cross Goal for 1929 
Is Five Million Members 
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I F it were not for the American 
Red Cross and tho prompt as­ 
sistance it is prepared to render 
in emergency relief to the stricken. 
American people might well wonder 
what would be the aftermath when 
the four horsemen of death, dis­ 
aster, disease and ruin ride across 
the skies laying waste vast terri­ 
tories in the United States, and 
claiming untold numbers of lives. 
This thought is strikingly 
pic­ 
tured in the Red Cross poster, 
painted for nation wide use in the 
Twelfth Annual Roll Call by Cor­ 
nelius Hicks. 
Only within a short period lins 
the Red Cross responded to one of 
the greatest relief tasks in its ca­ 
reer, when it was called into serv­ 
ice following the West Indies hurri­ 
cane, which struck Porto Rica and 
Florida and several small islands in 
the West indies groin). 
More than 
a half million men, women and chil­ 
dren had to be fed, housed and 
clothed by the Red Cross, due to 
this terrine storm. The loss of life 
in Florida was as great as hail ever 
occurred In any catastrophe before 
in tho history of the United States. 
This was the eighty-ninth disas­ 


ter in which the Red Cross had 
been called into action, or for mone­ 
tary aid in this year. 
This is the 
spectacular work which centers at­ 
tention upon the Red Cross—but it 
should not conceal Hie year-round 
labor of the Red Cross nurse in 
public health work In rural commu­ 
nities; of the lied Cross nutritionist 
who carries to the school children 
of the nation tile lesson of proper 
eating; of the Red Cross life saver 
and first aid instructor, who annu­ 
ally‘teaches to hundreds of thou­ 
sands the lesson of saving human 
life; of the Red Cross teacher of 
Home. Hygiene and Care of tile 
Sit!:, whose aim is to teach home 
Caro of the invalid; of the Red 
Cross worker- who, ten years after 
the Armistice, still carries on for 
the world war veteran.

lied Cross banner also is fostered 
the Junior Red Cross, with a mem­ 
bership 
of 
6,000,000

school children.

REPORT SAYS BRINTON SECRET­ 
ED NEARLY $15,000 IN A 
MASON JAR 


Philadelphia. Nov. 14.— (UP) 
Mayor Harry Muekey will 
receive 
today a certified copy of the grand 
jury presentment calling Assistant 
Superintendent of Police Caleb 
J. 
Brinton “ unfit to hold any position 
under the municipal government.’’ 
The report was made by the in­ 
vestigators of Philadelphia’s under­ 
world and its collusion with the po­ 
lice department before .Judge Edwin 
ll. Pewis late yesterday. 
The grand jury said Brinton had 
not given satisfactory 
explanation 
for $31,435 he had acquired. 
Thej 
report told how Brinton |p d secreted 
nearly $15,000 in a a“ mason jar in 
the rafters of the cellar," “ under the 
carpet,” and “ in his shoes.” 
Brinton is the highest ranking of­ 
ficial thus far named by the grand 
jury as " ‘unfit.” 
Three inspectors 
and a num ber of 
police 
captains 
have been found “ unfit" and have 
been suspended and some dismissed. 
The report said that the investi­ 
gators believed “ money received and 
handled” by th*- assistant superin­ 
tendent of police was “**ifher all or 
substantially 
all 
dishonestly 
ac­ 
quired.” 
Brinton had been with the police 
departm ent a number of years, 
r u ­ 
der the regime of Brig. Cen. Smedley 
D. Butler who came to Philadelphia 
afler the world war to attem pt to 
“ dry” it up, his rise was rapid. But­ 
ler called him the “ most, honest po­ 
liceman in Philadelphia.” 
The jurors said other police officers 
would be reported on later, adding 
that their investigation was not yet 
finished with the police department.
